Commencement  Exercises  Held  May  4 


Organizer  Of  Atlanta  Olympics,  Moderator  of  PCUSA 
Offer  Insights  To  278  Members  Of  PC's  Class  of  1996

I  he  organizer  of  the 
1 996  Summer  Olympic  Games 
in  Atlanta  and  the  moderator 
of  the  Presbyterian  Church 
(U.S.A.)  addressed  the  278 
graduating  seniors  at  Presby- 
terian College  during  gradua- 
tion events  on  Saturday,  May  4. 

Billy  Payne,  the  Georgia  businessman  whose 
tireless  dedication  and  never-say-die  perse\erance 
have  fueled  the  Olympic  efforts  in  Atlanta,  deliv- 
ered the  Baccalaureate  address  during  that  worship 
service  at  1 1  a.m.  in  Belk  Auditorium.  A  lay  leader 
in  St.  Luke's  Presbytenan  Church  in  Dunwoody, 
Ga.,  Payne  received  the  honorary  degree  of  Doctor 
of  Public  Service  at  that  time. 

Marj  Carpenter,  who  is  sening  as  moderator 
of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Church 
(U.S.A.),  delivered  the  keynote  address  during  the 
Commencement  ceremony,  which  began  at  4  p.m. 
on  the  west  plaza.  During  that  event,  she  also 
received  the  honorary  degree  of  Doctor  of  Humane 
Letters. 

Two  other  honorary  degrees  were  presented 
during  the  afternoon  ceremony,  both  to  graduates 
of  Presbyterian  College.  Dr.  Tom  Currie,  pastor  of 
First  Presbyterian  Church  in  Union,  S.C,  received 
the  honorary  degree  of  Doctor  of  Divinity,  while 
Tom  Stallworth,  retired  PC  professor  and  adminis- 
trator, received  the  honorary  degree  of  Doctor  of 
Humanities. 

The  college's  1996  Professor  of  the  Year. 
Dr.  Richard  L.  Baker,  associate  professor  of  phi- 
losophy, and  the  1996  Outstanding  Semor,  Jenni- 
fer Fouse  of  Great  Falls.  S.C,  also  gave  bnef 
addresses  as  part  of  the  Commencement  activities. 

Commissioning  of  ROTC  graduates  took 
place  at  9  a.m.  on  Saturday,  and  a  special  cer-

William  Porter  Payne 

Billy  Payne,  a  native  of  Athens,  Ga.,  earned 
his  undergraduate  degree  from  the  University  of 
Georgia,  where  he  played  football.  Through  the 
years,  he  has  channeled  his  considerable  talents 
and  energies  into  the  business  world  as  well  as  into 
church  and  civic  service  projects.  In  the  late  1980s, 
he  undertook  his  greatest  challenge,  setting  out  to 
realize  his  dream  of  bringing  the  1996  Centennial 
Olympic  Games  to  Atlanta.  Serving  as  president 
and  chief  executive  officer  of  the  Atlanta  Commit- 
tee for  the  Olympic  Games  (ACOG),  he  has  coor- 
dinated the  herculean  effort  —  which  will  culmi- 
nate when  the  Summer  Games  get  underway  in 
July. 

Marjorie  Collier  Carpenter 

Marj  Carpenter  spent  nearly  30  years  as  a 
reporter  for  various  Texas  newspapers  before  be- 
coming news  and  information  director  of  the  Pres- 
byterian Church  U.S.  in  1978.  When  the  PCUS  and 
the  United  Presbyterian  Church  U.S.A.  came  to- 
gether in  1987  as  the  Presbytenan  Church  (U.S.A. ), 
she  moved  to  the  new  Louisville.  Ky.,  headquar- 
ters as  news  director,  a  position  she  held  until  1 993, 
when  she  spent  a  year  as  the  denomination's  Mis- 
sion Interpreter. 

She  retired  on  Jan.  1. 1995.  only  to  be  elected 
six  months  later  as  Moderator  of  PCUSA  during 
the  denomination's  annual  General  Assembly  in 
Cincinnati.  She  will  remain  in  that  post  until  a  new

moderator  is  selected  during  the  summer  of  1996. 

Thomas  Willcox  Currie 

A  1964  graduate  of  Presbyterian 
College,  Dr.  Tom  Currie  has  served  four 
churches  in  his  30-year  career,  coming  to 
his  current  pastorate  at  First  Presbyterian 
in  Union,  S.C,  in  1986.  His  ministry  has 
reached  far  beyond  his  own  congregation, 
however,  including  his  work  for  more 
than  20  years  as  a  tireless  volunteer  in 
Heifer  Project  International.  Currie  has  traveled  in 
Central  America  as  part  of  his  mission  outreach 
and  received  national  recognition  —  the  Enrique 
Camarena  Award  —  for  his  work  in  helping  young 
people  in  his  community  stay  drug-free. 

Perhaps  his  greatest  ministry.  howe\er,  came 
in  the  wake  of  the  Susan  Smith  murder  case,  which 
put  the  community  of  Union  in  the  national  spot- 
light from  the  fall  of  1994  through  the  trial  in  July 
of  1995.  Currie  was  one  of  the  ministers  in  the 
Downtown  Ministerial  Association  to  be  given  the 
S.C.  Christian  Action  Council's  Community  Ser- 
vice Award  for  1996  as  a  result  of  the  pastoral  work 
done  with  vanous  groups  and  indi\  iduals  during 
that  difficult  time. 

Thomas  Aurelius  Stallworth 

Tom  Stallworth  arrived  on  the  campus  of 
Presbytenan  College  in  the  fall  of  195 1  and  —  with 
the  exception  of  a  four-year  period  in  which  he 
pursued  his  divinity  degree  and  served  as  an  assis- 
tant pastor  in  Rome,  Ga.  —  spent  the  next  44  years 
becoming  a  truly  legendary  presence  at  PC.  He 
served  at  various  times  as  a  professor  of  religion 
and  philosophy,  the  college  chaplain,  dean  of  stu- 
dents, soccer  coach,  faculty  athletic  representa- 
tive, and,  for  his  final  five  years,  as  dean  of  alumni 
affairs. 

A  native  of  Atlanta.  Stallworth  retired  in 
August  of  1995  —  culminating  his  stellar  service 
to  his  alma  mater  with  a  stimng  address  at  Opening 
Convocation.

Reaccreditation  Team  Visits  PC 
To  Complete  Self-Study  Process 


/he  29-nionth  self-study  process  is  finally 
over  for  Dr.  George  Ramsey  and  Presbyterian 
College. 

Ramsey  and  his  faculty  and  administrative 
colleagues  at  PC  hosted  a 
Southern  Association  of 
Colleges  and  Schools 
(SACS)  committee  March 
18-21— the  last  step  in  the 
college's  10-year  reac- 
creditation. The  11 -mem- 
ber committee,  made  up  of 
professors  and  administra- 
tors from  other  SACS  in- 
stitutions, visited  the  PC 
campus  for  four  days  of 
interv'iews,  discussion,  and 
analysis. 

Although  the  final  evaluation  from  the  com- 
mittee will  not  be  completed  until  later  this  year, 
initial  response  indicates  that  PC  fared  well  in  the 
process,  according  to  Dr.  J.  William  Moncnef. 
PC's  senior  vice  president  for  academic  affairs  and 
dean  of  the  faculty. 

"In  leaving,  the  committee  expressed  posi- 
tive regards  for  the  college."  Moncrief  said.  "We 
know  that  there  will  be  recommendations  for  us  to 
act  upon,  but  they  seem  to  be  rather  minor  issues." 

For  Ramsey,  who  sentd  as  director  of  the 
self-study  for  the  past  2  1/2  years,  it  was  the 
conclusion  of  a  strenuous  but  rewarding  assign- 
ment. 

"The  support  the  steering  committee  has  re- 
ceived from  everyone  on  campus  has  been  so 
good,"  said  Ramsey,  the  Kristen  Hemngton  Pro- 
fessor of  Bible.  "Various  committees  had  some 
spirited  conversations  at  times,  including  the  steer- 
ing committee,  but  it  all  served  to  make  PC  a  better 
institution.  I've  found  the  process  to  be  very  reward-

The  self-study  process  began  in  October  of 
1993  when  PC  President  Ken  Orr  and  Moncrief 
asked  Ramsey  to  lead  the  intensive  effort,  which  is 
required  every  10  years  by  SACS.  Initial  steering 
committee  planning  and 
assignments  took  place 
during  the  remaining 
months  of  the  1993-94 
academic  year,  and  then 
exhaustive  faculty  and  ad- 
ministrative department 
evaluations  were  con- 
ducted during  1994-95. 
After  numerous 
drafts,  the  final  self-study 
report  was  completed  at 
the  beginning  of  this  se- 
mester. Members  of  the  reaccreditation  committee 
received  the  319-page  document  in  February. 

During  their  visit,  the  committee  examined 
additional  documents,  such  as  student,  faculty,  and 
financial  records,  interviewed  dozens  of  profes- 
sors, administrators,  and  students,  and  evaluated 
all  facets  of  the  college. 

"Even  before  they  amved  we  had  begun  to 
get  some  feedback  from  the  committee  members  as 
they  went  through  the  self-study  report,  such  as 
how  well-prepared  we  were  for  their  visit,"  Ramsey 
said.  "In  that  report,  we  cited  between  100  and  120 
action  items  for  the  college  to  consider,  and  the 
committee  will  probably  underscore  a  number  of 
them.  What  is  especially  satisfying  is  that  the 
college  has  already  begun  taking  action  on  about 
one-fifth  of  these. 

"We  tned  to  look  under  every  rock,  meta- 
phorically speaking.  We  studied  this  place  exhaus- 
tively, and  yet  an  outsider  can  still  see  some  things 
that  those  of  us  immersed  in  this  environment 
might  just  not  see,  so  the  committee  will  have  a  few 
other  items  for  us  to  consider."

PC  Professors 

Selected  For  Two 

More  Fulbright  Grants 

^veral  years  ago,  Presbyterian  Col- 
lege produced  five  Rotary  International 
Scholarship  recipients  in  the  same  year  — 
something  equalled  only  by  an  institution  as 
renowned  as  Harvard.  Now  PC  faculty  mem- 
bers have  begun  to  gain  attention  for  the 
prestigious  Fulbright  grant  —  one  of  the 
highest  honors  an  American  college  or  uni- 
versity professor  can  receive. 

Two  PC  professors  —  Dr.  Rachel 
Stewart  and  Dr.  David  Gillespie  —  have 
been  recommended  for  Fulbrights  during  the 
1996-97  academic  year,  bringing  the  total  to 
six  such  grants  to  PC  faculty  in  the  past 
decade,  and  the  fourth  in  three  years. 

For  Stewart,  it  will  be  her  third 
Fulbright.  In  fact,  she  has  spent  the  current 
academic  year  teaching  as  a  Fulbright  lec- 
turer at  the  University  of  Tromso  in  Norway, 
and  officials  requested  that  she  be  granted 
another  Fulbright  to  remain  for  the  1996-97 
year.  She  will  continue  teaching  courses  in 
American  literature. 

Although  his  plans  are  still  pending 
funding  arrangements.  Gillespie  has  been 
recommended  for  a  Fulbright  position  in  one 
of  two  universities  in  Estonia,  where  he  would 
teach  courses  in  American  politics  or  consti- 
tutional law  in  the  spring  of  1997.  He  was 
awarded  a  Fulbright  in  1988,  but  was  unable 
to  accept  because  of  prior  commitments.

and  get  a  glimpse  of  what  lies  ahead  for  their  alma 
mater  in  the  21st  century. 

This  inaugural  Anniversary  Weekend  will 
involve  the  Classes  of  1951,  1956,  1961.  1966, 
1971,  1976,  1981,1986,  1991,  and  the  Ben  Hay 
Hammet  Society  (for  all  alumni  from  50  years  ago

The  Anni- 
versary Weekend  banquet,  to  be  held  the  next 
evening,  will  feature  a  "return  appearance"  by  PC 
founder  William  Plumer  Jacobs  to  talk  about  the 
challenges  that  faced  him  in  beginning  the  college 
in  1880.  The  final  address  of  the  weekend  will  be 
the  worship  ser\  ice  sermon  on  Sundav  morning  by 
theRev.  Edna  Jacobs  Banes,  a  1971  alumna  who 
is  the  great-great-granddaughter  of  William 
Plumer  Jacobs. 

"We  want  to  have  a  program  that  ex- 
cites the  alumni  and  sends  them  home  after 
the  weekend  w  ith  some  important  things  to 
think  about,"  says  Butch  Woodward  '60, 
Director  of  the  PC  Alumni  Association.

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New  Chemistry  Equipment 
Putting  PC  Among  Elite 


Instrumentation  Project  Excites 
Department's  Faculty  Members 

I  or  many  years,  the  chemistry  department 
at  Presbyterian  College  has  had  the  reputation  of 
producing  first-rate  candidates  for  medical  school, 
graduate  programs,  and  the  industrial  laboratory 
workplace.  Now  with  the  commitment  by  the  col- 
lege to  purchase  nearly  two  dozen  pieces  of  new 
equipment,  the  department  will  be  a  leader  among 
liberal  arts  colleges  anywhere  in  the  nation. 

Fund-raising  efforts  began  in  1995  toward 
the  S2  million  project,  with  $500,000  being  repre- 
sented by  a  Kresge  Foundation  Science  Challenge 
matching  grant.  Of  the  total  amount.  S750.000  will 
go  toward  purchase  of  equipment  and  S250.000 
will  go  toward  a  related  endowment. 

"This  instrumentation  will  put  PC  in  a  very 
lofty  league  in  science  instruction  among  liberal 
arts  colleges  in  America,"  said  Dr.  Da\id  E\ans. 
associate  professor  of  chemistry. 

Two  items  have  akeady  been  purchased  — 
one  as  the  result  of  a  $78,757  National  Science 
Foundation  grant  and  the  other  through  chemistry 
depanment  funds  as  the  college  continues  to  seek 
donors  for  this  project  —  and  they  represent  nearly 


one-third  of  the  "wish  list"  costs:  a 
nuclear  magnetic  resonance  (NMR) 
spectrometer  and  a  gas  chromatagraph 
mass  spectrometer  (GC-MS). 

The  NMR  spectrometer  —  a 
JEOL  Eclipse  270 — enables  a  person 
to  get  an  image  by  "looking"  at  niola:ules. 

"It  is  the  premier  way  of  determining  the 
organic  structure  of  a  compound."  said  Evans.  "It 
provides  pieces  of  the  puzzle,  so  to  speak,  and  we 
put  them  together  so  they  make  sense.  Without  it. 
you're  flying  blind,  but  this  gives  you  the  opportu- 
nity to  look  at  it  three-dimensionally.  several  bonds 
away,  without  destroying  the  compound. 

"The  power  is  unbelieveable."  he  said.  "The 
NMR  is  such  a  .state-of-the-art  instrument.  Few 
other  liberal  arts  schools  have  anything  of  this 
quality." 

The  Hewlett-Packard  6890  senes  GC-MS  is 
a  tool  for  analyzing,  both  qualitatively  and  quan- 
titatively, the  components  of  a  volatile  mixture. 
Evans  said. 

"It  will  give  us  the  complexity  of  a  mixture: 
the  number  of  components,  its  best  guess  of  their 
identity  based  on  a  computer  library  search,  and  the 
amount  of  each,"  he  said.  "It  has  environmental 
and  forensic  applications,  not  to  mention  drug

analysis,  both  direct  and  those  of  their  metabolites. 
Walk  into  any  industrial  or  government  lab.  such  as 
SLED  or  DHEC,  and  you'll  find  rooms  full  of  these 
instruments.  Our  graduates  can  now  claim  hands- 
on  experience  which  is  a  sure-sell  in  today's  job 
market."

Quartet  Of  Journalists 
Pay  Return  Visit  To  PC 


H 


stood  al  the  Edmunds  Hall  lectern,  as 
slender  and  emphatic  as  an  exclamation  point.  His 
dapper  style  —  in  pinstripes,  French  cuffs,  and 
Errol  Flynn/pencil-thin  mustache  —  took  a  back 
seat  only  to  his  Piinceton  eloquence  in  describing 
the  future  of  his  chosen  field  of  journalism: 

"in  any  talk  of  print  journalism,  we  must  look 
first  at  the  conventional  wisdom,  which  goes  ap- 
proximately like  this: 

"Everybody  gets  their  news  from  TV  now. 
especially  those  under  the  age  of  9.v 

"Concurrently,  nobody  reads  much  of  any- 
thing anymore,  except  books  by  Howard  Stem  or 
about  O.J.  Simpson.  Certainly,  nobody  reads  news- 
papers. They  are  fish  wrappers  from  the  2()th  cen- 
tury. 

"And  finally,  something  called  the  Informa- 
tion Superhighway  is  going  to  dominate  the  jour- 
nalism of  the  21st  centur)'. 

"Now  let  me  just  say  this:  1  don't  know 
what's  going  to  happen  to  journalism,  except  it 
won't  be  that.  That  1  would  bet." 

.And  with  that,  legendary  journalist  Frank 


Deford  —  he  of  Sports  Illustrated.  Newsweek. 
Vanity  Fair,  and  The  National  blood-and-ink  lines 
—  summed  up  the  prevailing  opinion  expressed  by 
four  nationally  renowned  journalists  at  the  three- 
day  .-Vmold  Symposium.  Feb.  19-21. 

Yes,  the  journalistic  times  are  changing,  but 
no,  the  predictions  that  print  will  disappear  in 
cyberspace  are  vastly  overblown. 

The  10th  anniversary  celebration  of  Presby- 
terian College's  Russell  Program,  which  examines 
and  interprets  the  influences  of  modern  communi- 
cation media  on  society .  featured  the  return  visits 
during  the  199?-96  academic  year  by  seven  of  the 
most  prominent  and  popular  speakers  from  past 
Russell  e\ents.  Pulitzer  Prize-winning  columnists 
William  Raspberry  and  David  Broder  and  highly 
regarded  media  and  advertising  critic  Jane 
Kilboume  gave  convwation  addresses  during  the 
fall  semester,  and  the  10th  annual  .Arnold  Sympo- 
sium brought  together  Deford,  former  NBC  news- 
man Edwin  Newman,  syndicated  columnist  Edwin 
Voder,  and  veteran  .ABC  tele\  ision  and  radio  cor- 
respondent Bettina  Gregory.

Here  are  some  excerpts  and  outtakes; 

Edwin  Newman 

In  gi\  ing  the  opening  address  of  the  sympo- 
sium, Newman  went  straight  to  the  prevailing  issue 
of  1995,  citing  the  vast  amount  of  air  time  thai  the 
networks  devoted  to  the  O.J.  Simpson  murder  trial. 
His  concerns,  however,  were  not  so  much  with 
what  was  broadcast,  but  what  wasn't. 

"Overdone'  Perhaps,"  he  said  of  television's 
coverage  of  the  inal.  "But  what  is  more  important 
is  what  it  did  lo  other  stories  that  got  pushed  off  the 
air." 

He  also  said  that  television  only  covered 
what  the  courts  allowed. 

"Whatever  the  O.J.  Simpson  trial  tells  us 
about  the  news  business,  it  tells  us  more  about  the 
legal  system,"  he  said.

Hammet  Award  Goes  To  Columbia  Newspaper 


/f  series  by  The  Slate,  the  daily  newspaper  in  Columbia.  S.C. 
received  Presbyterian  College's  fourth  annual  Hammet  Award  for  respon- 
sible, ethical,  and  courageous  reporting. 

The  series,  "Does  Justice  Wink  For  Lawyers?,"  focused  on  what 
happens  to  attorneys  who  cheat  their  clients,  The  articles,  written  by 
Douglas  Pardue.  Lisa  Green,  and  Twila  Decker,  forced  the  South  Carolina 
judiciary  to  raise  the  curtain  on  its  secret  system  —  and,  in  doing  so, 
garnered  high  praise  from  the  three  Washington,  D.C.-based  journalists 
who  served  as  this  year's  Hammet  judges. 

Serving  as  the  jurors  were:  Bob  Edwards,  host  of  National  Public 
Radio's  "Morning  Edition"  program;  Julie  Johnson,  Justice  Department 
correspondent  for  ABC  News;  and  Jim  Hoagland,  national  affairs  colum- 
nist for  the  Washington  Post. 

"It's  a  classic  'abuse  of  power'  series,"  the  judges  said.  "People  turn 
to  the  court  system  as  a  last  resort  and  trust  that  the  officers  of  the  court  will 
give  them  justice.  They  should  not  expect  more  injustice.  These  three 
reporters  exposed  a  system  in  which  corrupt  lawyers  were  protected  by  the 
highest-raking  legal  officers  in  South  Carolina." 

The  other  three  finalists  for  the  Hammet  Award  were:  "Air  South." 
also  a  series  by  The  State  that  focused  on  the  financial  struggles  of  a 
fledgling  airline  based  in  Columbia;  "Criminal  Neglect."  a  Greenville 
(S.C.)  News  series  focusing  on  the  state's  juvenile  justice  system;  and 
"Crime  and  Punishment:  Youth  in  Crisis,"  a  Laurens  County  (S.C.I 
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Scon  Hammet  (right),  grandson  of  the  late  Ben  Hay  Hammet.  presents 
the  1996  Hammet  Award  to  [from  left)  Doug  Pardue.  Twila  Decker, 
and  Lisa  Greene  of  The  Stale. 

Advertiser  series  that  focused  on  the  local  juvenile  justice  problems  and 
potential  solutions. 

The  Hammet  Award  is  named  for  the  late  Ben  Hay  Hammet,  a  1943 
graduate  of  Presbyterian  College  who  spent  40  years  as  its  public  relations 
and  alumni  director.  The  award,  which  carries  a  S2.500  prize,  recognizes 
responsible,  ethical,  and  courageous  reporting  that  inspires  a  community  to 
respond  in  the  race  of  adversity,  emergency,  or  injustice. 

The  State  also  won  the  award  in  1994. 


Newman  pointed  out  that  the  issue  isn't  really  the 
conduct  of  the  medium  of  television,  but  of  the 
reporters  and  producers  who  make  the  decisions 
about  its  content. 

'The  medium  has  no  choice  about  what  it 
transmits."  he  said.  "We  do.  We  do  sometimes 
squeeze  stories  to  get  every  ounce  out  of  them.  And 
sometimes  a  story  takes  on  a  life  of  its  own. 
especially  when  competition  sets  in." 

Edwin  Yoder 

A  member  of  the  Washington  Post  Writers 
Group  whose  work  is  syndicated  in  newspapers 
across  the  nation,  Yoder  focused  on  the  problems 
that  result  when  the  standards  for  television  news 
become  the  standards  for  all  forms  of  journalism. 

"Television  has  been  on  the  rise  as  the  almost 


exclusive  media  when  it  comes  to  politics  and  it  is 
becoming  even  more  that  way  with  the  government 
and  society."  he  said.  "Television's  agenda  is  our 
agenda  and  its  images  are  our  images,  it  seems  that 
television  is  almost  exclusively  what  we  speak  of 
when  we  talk  about  the  media. ...  But  the  idea  that 
we  can  squeeze  the  idiosyncrasies  of  our  political 
system  into  the  20-second  attention  span  of  a  TV 
broadcast  is  ludicrous  and  dangerous. 

"Pnnt  journalism  is  by  no  means  dead  or 
completely  out  of  the  game,  but  it  now  reacts  to  the 
success  of  television.  A  good  example  is  USA 
Today,  the  newspaper  that  was  once  called  ideal 
for  people  who  find  TV  news  too  complex." 

But  as  an  example  of  how  TV  and  newspa- 
pers differ  in  mission  and  focus.  Yoder  suggested 
a  simple  test. 


"Watch  any  television  news  segment  with 
the  sound  turned  off  and  then  watch  the  same 
segment  again  with  the  sound  turned  on,"  he  said. 
"You  will  discover  that,  as  in  a  sports  broadcast, 
the  news  person  is  telling  you  what  you  are  seeing. 
Seeing  may  be  believing,  but  the  words  affect  how 
you  see  it." 

Frank  Deford 

While  Deford  agreed  that  television  news 
has  changed  the  face  of  print  journalism,  he  wasn't 
ready  to  sound  the  death  knell  for  newspapers  and 
news  magazines  just  yet. 

"Consider  that  the  most  assured  conventional 
wisdom  about  journalism  previously  in  this  cen- 
tury was  that  TV  will  destroy  movies  and  radio,  but 
both  Hollywood  and  the  dial  adjusted."  he  said. 
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"Who  would  ha\e  ever  predicted  that  as  we  ap- 
proach the  millennium,  radio  is  more  vibrant  and 
powerful  than  ever,  and  that,  in  fact,  it  probably 
boasts  the  single  most  significant  journalist  —  and 
1  use  the  word  loosely — today  in  Rush  Limbaugh." 

But  the  fact  is,  Deford  said,  that  "what  TV  is 
good  at  drives  out  the  good  in  us. ...  So.  1  believe, 
in  my  pessimism,  in  my  cynicism,  in  my  conven- 
tional wisdom,  that  if  responsible  journalism  is  to 
survive,  it  must  be  in  print,  in  newspapers.  The 
word  is  still  the  answer.  And  the  corollary  to  that  is 
thai  newspapers,  as  we  know  them,  must  give  up 
the  ghost  and  stop  playing  at  being  a  mass  audi- 
ence. They  must  be  printed  to  appeal  to  readers,  to 
people  who  read." 

And  that  means  adjusting,  like  movies  and 
radio  did  when  television  changed  the  rules  of  their 
games. 

"What  the  newspaper  and  the  maga/ine  of 
the  future  must  be  is  opera.  Yes.  it  must  go  upscale. 
,,,  Print  cannot  be  TV.  There  are  so  many  things 
prim  can't  do  anymore:  it  can't  beat  TV  showing

simple,  visual  stuff;  it  can't  beat  Larry  King 
schmoozing;  it  can't  beat  Peter  Arnett  telling  you, 
live,  how  the  bombs  feel  bursting  on  his  head;  it 
can't  beat  the  tabloids  —  supermarket  or  television 
—  fabricating;  it  can't  beat  talk  radio  haranguing; 
and  it  can't  beat  any  of  them  in  being  entertaining. 
"Print  must  inform,  illuminate,  argue,  ad- 
vise, guide,  upset,  and  maybe  light  the  path."

As  a  veteran  in  the  television  business,  Gre- 
gory has  heard  all  the  criticisms  of  her  industry. 
Many  of  them,  she  points  out.  cannot  be  overstated. 


"Why  do  Americans  hate  the  media'?  Be- 
cause too  many  cameras  tend  to  overwhelm  the 
story:  Because  we're  too  negatise  —  the  nature  of 
news  is  in  negatives.  Because  the  media  is  an  equal 
opportunity  leveler,"  she  said. 

She  also  agreed  that  TV  tends  to  simplify  and 
focus  more  on  the  individual  event  than  the  larger 
trends  that  really  mean  something. 

"When  it  comes  to  politics,  it  is  easier  to 
cover  the  horse  race  than  the  issues."  Gregory  said. 
"Criticism  is  warranted  in  that  respect." 

But  she  defends  her  medium  against  unfair 
charges,  such  as  a  greater  concern  for  being  first 
than  being  factual. 

"I've  got  to  document  everything  with  my 
producers  and,  if  necessary,  they'll  go  to  the  ABC 
lawyers,"  she  said,  "And  keep  in  mind  that  the 
government  often  controls  what  information  we 
can  get  and  when  we  can  get  it.  So  you've  got  to  do 
the  best  in  the  time  you've  got.  It's  a  constant  game 
of  beat  the  clock."

Judges  for  the  competition,  which  is  open  to  all  high  school  journal- 
ists in  South  Carolina  and  Georgia,  were:  Chris  Weston,  managing  editor 
of  The  Greenville  (S.C.I  News;  Bill  Robinson,  education  editor  of  The 
State  in  Columbia.  S.C;  and  Tuck  Thompson,  state  editor  of  the  Savannah 
(Ga.)  News-Press.  Those  three  publications  were  winners  of  the  first  three 
Hammet  Award  competitions  —  IW3.  1994.  and  1995. 

The  other  two  finalists  were;  Neil  Irwin,  editor  of  Norse  News  at 
Spananburg  (S.C.l  High  School,  for  "Take  the  Money  and  Run."  his 
opinion  piece  about  a  contro\'ersial  federal  grant  to  fund  a  new  football 
stadium  to  be  used  by  both  Wofford  College  and  SHS;  and  Chris  Fregiato.

"What  are  you  going  to  be  when  you  grow

Children  ha\e  been  asking  each  other  that 
question  for  decades  on  playgrounds  as  dreams  of 
adulthood  dance  in  their  heads.

Rarely  do  children  fire  off  responses  like 
industrial  engineer,  government  intent,  or  mis- 
sionar}-  to  Argentina,  but  members  of  Presbyterian 
College's  Class  of  1995  can  reflect  back  on  those 
childhood  dreams  with  satisfaction.  Some  actually 
followed  the  career  paths  laid  out  in  their  youth. 
Others  found  new  interests  that  led  them  toward 
different  careers. 

Few  can  argue,  however,  that  a  liberal  arts 
education  at  Presbyterian  College  played  a  large 
role  in  helping  them  achieve  their  goals. 


At  the  Millilcen  and  Company  plant  in  Union, 
S.C.  Marie  Youmans  works  her  way  through  a 
maze  of  machinery  to  monitor  and  evaluate  the 
quality  of  matenals  being  produced  at  the  plant.  As 
a  process  chemist,  she  is  part  of  a  team  at  the 
Milliken  plant  which  ensures  the  quality  of  mate- 
rials from  the  developmental  phase  until  they  are 
ready  to  be  delivered  to  customers. 

One  year  ago,  Youmans  was  busily  prepar- 
ing for  Presbytenan  College's  commencement  ex- 
ercises. She  was  ready  to  leave  one  world  behind 
and  enter  a  new  experience,  not  realizing  how 
much  the  two  would  overlap. 

"The  working  world  parallels  a  lot  of  w  hat  i 
did  at  PC  in  the  classroom  and  through  extracur- 
ricular activities."  Youmans  said.  "There  are  a  lot 
of  expectations  placed  on  me  at  Milliken.  but  there 
were  also  great  expectations  at  PC."

"Bui  it 
isn't  only  work-related.  I  was  able  to  apply  what  1 
learned  at  PC  right  out  of  school  —  deciding  to  buy 
a  house  rather  than  paying  rent  every  month,  bud- 
geting my  time,  and  interacting  with  others.  Pres- 
byterian College  does  not  just  stress  work  skills; 
these  are  life  skills." 

For  those  who  work  at  a 
liberal  arts  college  such  as  Pres- 
byterian College,  no  words  more 
rewarding  can  be  spoken.  An 
increasing  trend  among  compa- 
nies like  Milliken  is  to  offer 
continuing  education  classes  to 
employees  in  areas  such  as  stress 
and  time  management,  business 
etiquette,  and  public  speaking 
—  skills  which  Youmans  per- 
fected during  her  college  years. 
She  has  even  drawn  on  her  Stu- 
dent Volunteer  Services  expe- 
rience in  Milliken's  school  part- 
nerships program,  serving  as  a 
volunteer  at  a  local  middle 
school. 

At  work  or  at  home. 
Youmans  can  easily  view  her 
four  years  at  Presbyterian  Col- 
lege as  a  solid  investment. 

"If  we  need  to  come  up 
with  a  statistic  or  a  number  at 
w  ork.  1  may  not  find  it  as  quickly 
as  someone  from  a  technical 
school.  But  when  it's  time  to 
tell  what  that  statistic  or  num- 
ber means.  I'm  usually  among 
the  first  to  have  the  answer.  It's 
amatterof  applying  your  knowl- 
edge and  communicating  with 
others,"  she  said.  "1  think  that  is 
the  value  of  a  liberal  arts  education. 

"I  believe  I'm  definitely  getting  a  good  re- 
turn on  my  investment.  Few  things  I  do  at  Milliken 
don't  draw  on  things  1  learned  at  PC,"  she  said.  "It 
isn't  only  wluii  I  learned,  but  the  my  1  learned  to 
think  at  Presbvterian  Collese.

So  I  feel  very  well 
prepared  by  my  education  at  PC  -  and  my  English  back- 
ground helps  me  just  as  my  chemistiy  background  does." 


Making  The  Most  Of  A  PC  Degree 


A  young  chemistry  major  named  Craig  Pow  ell 
had  no  doubt  about  the  answer  to  that  question 
when  he  enrolled  at  Presbyterian  College  in  1982. 
Still,  he  sat  spellbound  in  an  English  literature 
class  as  Dr.  Jim  Skinner  brought  the  writings  of 
John  Keats  and  Charles  Dickens  to  life.  Far  from 


the  test  tubes  and  bunsen  burners  in  Richardson 
Hall.  Powell  was  asked  to  challenge  his  beliefs  and 
open  his  mind  to  the  ideas  of  those  authors. 

In  1996.  Dr.  Craig  Powell  still  draws  on  that 
experience  daily  as  an  assistant  professor  of  chem- 
istry at  PC. 

"1  can  speak  from  personal 
expenence  because  it  was  one 
of  the  most  enjoyable  —  and 
challenging  —  courses  I  took 
at  PC."  Powell  recalls.  "As  a 
chemistry  major,  1  can't  think 
of  anything  more  far  afield; 
nonetheless,  it's  a  class  I  still 
draw  on  day  to  day .  At  a  tech- 
nical school  or  a  university.  1 
doubt  I  would  have  had  the 
opportunity  to  take  such  a 
class." 

At  Presbyterian  College,  a 
student's  ability  to  step  beyond 
his  major  discipline  of  study 
assists  in  building  the  cogni- 
tive, communication,  and  over- 
all interpersonal  skills  neces- 
sary to  be  a  productiv  e  member 
of  a  workplace  and,  more  im- 
portantly, society.  A  liberal 
arts  education,  according  to  Dr. 
Kent  Phillips,  associate  profes- 
sor of  education,  raises  the  stu- 
dent to  a  new  level. 

"A  liberal  arts  education 
provides  students  with  intel- 
lectual power,  imagination, 
values  training,  and  the  ability 
to  make  decisions  based  on  a 
broad  base  of  knowledge." 
Phillips  said.  "The  liberal  ans 
education  helps  students  to 
make  better  decisions  about  what  is  imponant  and 
what  is  of  value.  Gradually,  the  liberal  arts  educa- 
tion enables  studems  to  see  the  'big  picture'  and 
make  choices  for  themsehes  and  others  that  im- 
prove the  quality  of  their  lives. 

"The  liberal  arts  expenence  provides  siu-

dents  with  educational  experiences  that  prepare 
(hem  for  life  as  well  as  for  a  job.  I  believe  that  the 
liberal  arts  educated  student  is  better  prepared  for 
life  and  work  because  they  are  exposed  to  a  broad 
base  of  experience  in  and  out  of  the  classroom. 
This  prepares  them  for  the  variety  of  challenges 
that  all  persons  are  forced  to 
experience  during  a  lifetime.  1 
believe  that  specialized  profes- 
sional education  programs 
sometimes  prepare  students  for 
a  job  without  pro\iding  them 
with  the  human  relations,  inter- 
personal skills  that  are  neces- 
sary for  a  quality  life." 

What  is  the  value  of  a  Pres- 
byterian College  graduate  in  the 
workplace?  That  was  a  ques- 
tion posed  in  1 992  to  Ron  Allen, 
chairman,  president,  and  CEO 
of  Delta  .Airlines  and  a  member 
of  the  PC  Board  of  Trustees,  at 
a  large  gathering  of  prospective 
PC  students  and  their  parents  in 
Atlanta. 

Allen,  insisting  that  the 
proof  is  in  the  graduate,  did  not 
offer  any  views.  Instead,  he 
unexpectedly  called  on  two 
young  Delta  employees  in  the 
audience  —  both  PC  graduates 
—  to  share  their  own  stories 
about  the  value  of  their  alma 
mater.  Both  spoke  easily  and 
effectively  about  the  quality  of 
their  education,  the  programs, 
and  the  people  who  shaped  each 
of  their  lives  for  four  years. 

When  both  had  returned 
to  their  seats.  Allen  offered  a 
simple  observation. 

"I  have  found  that  Presbytenan  College  gradu- 
ates can  comprehend,  analyze,  think  on  their  feet, 
and  are  flexible  enough  to  move  into  new  profes- 
sional areas  and  excel,"  he  said.  "Those  two  folks 
had  no  idea  I  would  ask  them  to  speak  to  you 


tonight .  .  .  and  1  think  you  just  saw  the  kind  of 
abilities  1  see  from  the  PC  graduates  who  work  at 
Delta." 

The  impact  of  Presbyterian  College  gradu- 
ates is  not  lost  on  other  employers,  either.  Profes- 
sional recruiters  flock  to  the  college's  career  fairs

They  are  rarely  disappointed. 

"PC  graduates  have  an  excellent  track  record 
with  us,"  said  an  executive  recruiter  with  J.B. 
White  of  Augusta,  Ga.  "PC  seems  to  produce  a 


very  well-rounded  student  who  is  also  very  bright. 
But  more  than  just  the  academic  background,  it's 
the  total  person.  They  seem  to  adapt  well  in  any 
kind  of  situation,  they  have  good  communication 
skills,  and  they  have  moved  up  in  our  company 
very  well.  At  Presbyterian,  they  appear  to  have 
been  given  a  good  philosophy 
about  the  real  world.  It  isn't 
just  like  standing  in  some  ivory 
tower  saying,  'Well.

"1  am  reminded  of  the  ad- 
age: 'You  can't  squeeze  blood 
from  a  turnip.'  Well,  1  find  it 
hard  to  believe  that  you  can 
produce  quality  students  from 
an  institution  that  does  not  have 
a  qimlit\  educational  program. 
Granted,  we  don't  make  smart 
students;  they  are  already  smart 
when  they  enroll  at  PC.  How- 
ever, I  do  perceive  PC's  job  as 
one  of  cultivating  our  already 
gifted  students  to  reach  their 
full  potential,"  Powell  said. 
"I  believe  a  liberal  arts  edu- 
cation produces  a  better  scientist.  A  hardcore, 
straight-science  major  at  a  large  university  may 
produce  a  person  with  more  factual  knowledge 
about  a  science,  but  a  liberal  arts  science  major  is 
better  trained  to  imxess  the  facts.  Classes  such  as 
political  science.  English  literature,  religion,  phi-

losoph\ .  and  history  require  a  student  to  challenge 
his  perceptions  and  beliefs  and  push  a  student  to  be 
a  better  communicator.  These  skills  are  also  im- 
portant ones  for  a  scientist  to  cultivate.  History 
shows  that  the  truly  significant  scientific  discover- 
ies are  made  by  persons  who  break  out  of  the  mold, 
don't  follow  the  pack,  and  dare 
to  question  the  status  quo.  Thai 
is  my  definition  of  a  liberal  arts 
eduction." 

Liberating  shackled 
minds  and  guiding  students  to  a 
path  of  limitless  opportunities 
for  growth  and  relationships  is 
not  an  easy  task.  However,  the 
faculty  and  administrators  at  PC 
strive  to  help  students  find  op- 
portunities for  personal  and  pro- 
fessional growth  both  in  and 
out  of  the  classroom. 

When  the  CHAMPS  Pro- 
gram debuted  last  summer,  six 
Presbyterian  College  students 
served  as  mentors/counselors 
for  30  seventh-graders  from 
Laurens  County  schools.  The 
goal  was  to  enlighten  and  edu- 
cate these  hand-picked  students 
—  all  from  economically-chal- 
lenged families — during  a  two- 
week  residence  at  the  college. 
While  it  was  an  enjoyable 
;md  educational  period  for  the 
middle  school  students,  the  two- 
week  session  was  an  eye-open- 
ing experience  for  the  mentors/ 
counselors.  For  the  four  stu- 
dents who  plan  to  pursue  ca- 
reers as  teachers,  the  experi- 
ence served  as  a  reaffirmation 
of  their  commitment  to  the  profession. 

For  all  six  PC  students,  it  was  an  experience 
that  will  benefit  them  and  their  eventual  employ- 
ers, according  to  CH.AMPS  director  Jerman  Disasa. 
"Living  and  working  with  CH,-\MPS  stu- 
dents around  the  clock  for  two  weeks  is  by  itself  a 


test  of  the  important  personal  qualities  required  for 
job  qualifications.  In  CHAMPS,  these  mentors/ 
counselors  meet  challenges  and  opportunities  that 
raise  the  level  of  their  confidence,  endurance,  pa- 
tience, stability,  psychological  and  leadership  skills, 
and  organizational  and  team-approach  techniques."

Students  begin  to 
understand  the  numerous  opportunities  which  the) 
have  as  citizens  of  the  United  States. 

"With  the  international- 
ization of  the  United  States  and 
the  creation  of  a  global  village, 
study  abroad  is  an  experience 
for  which  employers  are  look- 
ing. Study  abroad  shows  em- 
ployers that  a  person  is  adven- 
turous, willing  to  accept  chal- 
lenges, a  risk  taker,  and  some- 
one who  can  see  the  large  pic- 
ture. All  of  these  characteris- 
tics are  beneficial  in  the  job 
market  and  in  a  career." 

Whether  students  partici- 
pate in  class  discussions  on 
English  literature,  take  an  ac- 
tive role  in  a  student  organiza- 
tion, volunteer  for  a  community 
activity,  study  in  a  foreign  coun- 
try, or  simply  chat  with  faculty 
members  after  class,  they  are 
undergoing  an  important  penod 
of  self-discovery  that  will  shape 
or  reaffirm  their  career  deci- 
sions. As  they  embrace  the  lib- 
eral arts,  they  are  molding  who 
they  are  as  people  and  who  they 
will  be  as  workers. 

"The  generation  which  is 
about  to  enter  the  job  market  is 
a  generation  who  practice  the 
ethic  of  self-fulfillment.

Martha  Anne  Green's  eyes 
light  up  when  she  scans  those 
figures,  companies,  and  gradu- 
ate schools.  As  director  of  ca- 
reer planning  and  placement, 
she  can  take  immense  pride  in 
the  fact  that  a  suney  of  the 
Class  of  1995  revealed  that  100 
percent  of  the  graduates  who  were  seeking  em- 
ployment or  admission  to  professional/graduate 
school  were  successful.  Three  graduates  chose  to 
pursue  additional  undergraduate  courses  and  four 
graduates  were  unemployed  by  preference  —  two 
have  spent  the  past  12  months  traveling  and  two 
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chose  to  take  a  one-year  break  before  entering 
graduate  school  this  fall. 

"It  is  ver\  gratifying  to  report  on  the  entire 
class  of  1995  and  particularly  to  boast  of  their 
success  in  making  successful  transitions  into  the 
next  stage  of  their  lives."

"The  words  'career  planning"  precede  'place- 
ment' in  the  title  to  communicate  that  planning  is 
an  important  and  necessai)'  process  in  determining 


That  is  certainly  true 
for  placement  after  college,  whether  it  be  employ- 
ment in  the  work  force  or  enrollment  in  graduate 
study."  she  said.  "It  is  our  role  to  help  students

In  graduating  cum  laude  with  a  degree  in  biology.  Todd  was  one 
of  only  59  students  out  of  more  than  600  applicants  to  MUSC's 
physical  therapy  program.  He  immediately  found  he  was  better 
prepared  than  many  of  his  first-year  classmates  —  and  that  his 
liberal  arts  background  gave  him  an  advantage  in  other  skills. 

"The  level  of  difficulty  was  very  new  to  a  lot  of  the  students  here, 
but  I  realized  that  PC  had  gotten  me  more  acclimated  to  this 
level  of  rigorous  study.  A  liberal  arts  education  teaches  you 
problem-solving  and  how  to  think,  so  I  don't  solely  look  at  a 
patient's  problem  and  solve  it.  Each  individual  patient  is  different, 
and  what  I  do  with  one  person  might  be  different  than  another.  If 
I  had  never  ventured  beyond  my  biology  major,  t  wouldn't  be 
adequately  equipped  to  deal  with  these  different  areas" 
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and  then  to  assist  them  in  the  best  way  we  can  to 
work  through  this  prwess  —  a  process  which 
requires  considerable  thinking,  working,  motiva- 
tion, goal-setting,  and  decision-making,  and  which 
will  enable  the  student  to  make  educational,  per- 
sonal, and  vocational  choices  which  will  provide  a 


satisfying,  challenging,  and  most  of  all.  fulfilling 
life. 

"Having  assured  the  student,  we  then  offer 
encouragement  and  our  assistance  as  they  begin 
the  process  of  determining  their  personal  and  ca- 
reer goals.  I  impress  upon  them  the  importance  of 
using  this  time,  particularly 
their  first  year  in  college,  to 
learn  as  much  as  they  can  about 
themselves  —  their  interests, 
abilities,  personalities,  and  val- 
ues. They  should  then  use  this 
knowledge  and  understanding 
of  self  to  explore  various  edu- 
cational and  \ocational  oppor- 
tunities available  to  young 
people  today.  Bringing  all  of 
this  information  together  will 
enable  them  to  clarify  their 
goals  and  make  the  important 
decisions  relating  to  personal, 
educational,  and  career  pur- 
suits." 

In  1994.  Presbyterian  Col- 
lege took  a  major  step  toward 
helping  new  students  adjust  to 
their  new  surroundings  when 
the  class  "Introduction  to  Col- 
legiate Life"  was  created  for 
freshmen,  in  addition  to  teach- 
ing academic  and  personal-so- 
cial skills  such  as  time  man- 
agement, critical  thinking,  and 
library  use  —  all  integral  skills 
for  success  in  college  —  the 
class  introduces  freshmen  to 
the  importance  of  career  plan- 
ning. 

"The  first  thing  1  do  is  as- 
sure these  students  that  it  is 
perfectly  normal  to  have  an  uncertainty  about  their 
academic  major  or  career  pursuits  as  a  freshman. 
In  fact.  1  feel  that  it  may  be  belter  in  many  ways." 
Green  said.  "Of  courc.  it  is  helpful  to  have  focus 
and  direction,  but  it  is  also  dangerous  to  be  too 
focused  at  such  an  earlv  stage  in  college  that  vou 
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are  not  able  or  willing  to  consider  other  options  and 
opportunities,  many  of  which  students  may  not  be 
aware." 

During  the  next  four  years,  if  students  take 
full  advantage  of  the  college's  strong  academic 
program,  liberal  arts  tradition,  and  extracurricular 
and  service  opportunities,  they 
will  gain  many  of  the  skills  nec- 
essary to  be  productive  workers 
and  people.  However,  discov- 
ering their  talents  and  skills  — 
and  how  best  to  use  them  — 
often  leads  those  students  to  the 
office  of  career  planning  and 
placement. 


students  learn  more  about  their  educational  and 
career  interests,  as  well  as  their  personalities.  These 
tests  include:  the  Major-Minor  Finder,  the  Career 
Occupational  Preference  System,  the  Career  Abil- 
ity Placement  Survey,  the  Strong  Vocational  Inter- 
est Blank,  and  the  Myers-Briggs  Type  Indicator. 
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"The  misconception  many 
people  have  is  that  career  plan- 
ning and  placement  applies  only 
to  getting  a  job."  Green  said. 
"The  career  planning  process, 
if  done  correctly,  gives  students 
an  opportunity  to  learn  more 
about  themselves.  And.  the 
more  students  learn  about  them- 
selves, the  better  they'll  be  able 
to  make  a  career  decision  when 
the  time  comes.  Our  philoso- 
phy is  that  we're  here  to  help 
students  help  themselves." 

To  achieve  that  goal,  the 
office  of  career  planning  and 
placement  provides  a  wide 
range  of  professional  services 
and  resources  to  assist  students 
in  that  endeavor:

As  soon  as  Spencer  received  his  degree  in  business  adminis- 
tration, he  began  contacting  professional  football  and 
basketball  teams  in  search  of  an  entry  level  position.

"My  business  degree  gave  me  exposure  to  accounting, 
finance,  and  business  strategy  at  PC.  so  I'm  able  to  do  a  lot  of 
diverse  tilings.  One  of  the  things  that  has  helped  me  most, 
though,  was  having  close  relationships  with  professors  and 
administrators  at  PC.

Books  and  handouts  also  are  available 
on  writing  resumes  and  cover  letters,  interview 
techniques,  andjob  search  strat- 
egies. Job  Choices,  which  in- 
cludes names  and  addresses  of 
prospective  employers,  and 
many  other  directories  are  made 
available  to  seniors  each  fall. 
Students  are  encouraged  to  use 
the  reference  library  on  a  regu- 
lar basis.  Appointments  are 
not  required. 


•  SetMwl<ing  -  Students  ha\e 
a  unique  opportunity  through 
the  office  of  career  planning 
and  placement  to  receive  ca- 
reer guidance  from  alumni  and 
friends  of  Presbyterian  Col- 
lege.

Gorrie  Earns  National  Player  of  Year  Honor 


Blue  Hose  Fullback  Also 
Wins  Snow  Bowl  Award 

I  resbyterian  College  football  standout 
Steve  Gorrie  ended  his  Blue  Hose  career  in  phe- 
nomenal fashion,  capturing  two  top  national  honors. 

Gorrie  wa.s  named  the  NCAA  Division  II 
National  College  Player  of  the  Year  by  the  Atlanta 
Touchdown  Club.  He  was  honored  at  the 
organization's  annual  banquet  on  Feb.  17  and  re- 
cei\'ed  the  Corky  Kell  Award  as  the  top  college 
football  player  in  the  NCAA  Division  II  classifica- 
tion. 

Gorrie.  a  5-11. 225-pound  senior  fullback, 
co-captained  the  Blue  Hose  to  their  first  winning 
season  since  1987  and  led  the  South  Atlantic  Con- 
ference in  rushing,  scoring,  and  all-purpose  yard- 
age in  1995.  PC"s  all-time  leader  in  rushing  yards 
(3.486)  and  touchdowns  (42).  Gorrie  gained  1.312 
yards  on  244  carries  this  past  season  and  rushed  for 
more  than  100  yards  in  eight  of  PC's  1 1  games. 

His  final  pert'ormance  as  a  collegian  turned 
out  to  be  more  of  the  same,  as  he  earned  Offensive 
MVP  honors  at  the  Snow  Bowl,  the  NCAA  Divi- 
sion II  All-Star  Game  held  in  January  in  Fargo. 
N.D.  In  that  game,  Gorrie  rushed  13  times  for  72 
yards  while  catching  three  passes  for  an  additional 
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Blue  Hose  football  players  Steve  Gorrie  (40)  and  Chris  McGaha  {5<i)  played  in  the  Snow  Bowl,  the

Judi  Gillespie,  who  has  served  as  director  of 
financial  aid  since  1986.  received  the  honor  during 
the  Board  of  Visitors  annual  banquet  on  March  28 
—  recognition  of  an  integral  job  well  done. 

"Financial  aid  is  so  complicated  and  such  a 
sensitive  topic  with  families."  said  Margaret 
Williamson,  vice  president  for  enrollment  and  dean 
of  admissions.  "What  makes  Judi  so  special  is  her 
ability  to  balance  the  technical  aspect  —  that 
changes  so  often  and  becomes  more  and  more 
complex  —  with  the  personal  touch  as  you  deal 
with  families  about  delicate  issues  such  as  their 
income  and  ability  to  pay  for  their  children's  col- 
lege education." 

Indeed,  the  demands  on  the  financial  aid 
office  have  grown  dramatically.  Gillespie  said. 

"Originally  I  was  a  liaison  between  admis- 
sions and  financial  aid."  she  explained.  "I  worked 
half  the  day  in  one  office  and  half  the  day  in  the 
other.  Dr.  (Ken I  Orr  wanted  someone  who  could 
connect  those  two  offices.  After  about  three  years 


I  went  into  financial  aid  full-time." 

She  credits  the  PC  president  with  having  the 
vision  to  see  where  financial  aid  was  headed  in  the 
world  of  higher  education  a  decade  ago. 

"It  is  the  main  issue  in  higher  education  right 
now;  it's  crucial  to  a  college's  survival."  Gillespie 
said.  "We're  in  such  a  competitive  market,  and 
parents  are  more  knowledgeable  about  the  whole 
process.  They  are  being  told  to  go  around  and 
bargain,  so  being  in  financial  aid  is  now  almost  like 
being  a  used  car  salesman. 

"Today,  the  issue  of  need  is  less  and  less  a 
factor."  she  explained.  "Now  financial  aid  is  more 
a  recruiting  factor  for  students  with  special  skills, 
such  as  music  or  leadership  or  athletics,  for  stu- 
dents of  high  quality,  and  for  even  the  better-than- 
average  student. 

"Dr.  Orr  recognized  a  long  time  ago  where 
these  trends  were  heading  and  he  saw  the  impor- 
tance of  financial  aid.  and  Margaret  Williamson 
has  always  been  willing  to  speak  up  for  the  needs 
of  our  office."  she  said.  "We've  always  had  a  good 
financial  aid  staff  and  a  good-sized  staff  " 

Gillespie  earned  a  B.A.  degree  from  Guilford 
College.  She  came  to  Clinton  in  1979  when  her 
husband.  David,  accepted  a  faculty  position  in  the 
department  of  political  science.  She  joined  the 
admissions/financial  aid  staff  in  1983.

"The  event  drew  a  record  number  of  participants."  said  PC  biology  professor  John  Inman.  w  ho  serves 
as  1996  president  of  the  S.C.  .Academy  of  Science.  "Creighton  was  the  only  PC  student  at  the  meeting,  and 
the  competition  was  intense."

Lipford  Publishes  Article 

/in  article  co-authored  by  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Presbyterian  College  faculty 
was  published  in  a  recent  issue  of  "Public 
Finance  Quarterly." 

Dr.  Jody  Lipford,  assistant  profes- 
sor of  economics  and  business  adminis- 
tration, wrote  the  article,  "A  Public 
Choice:  Theoretic  Test  of  Ricardian 
Equivalence."  with  William  Dougan  of 
Clemson  University. 

The  article  examines  whether  legis- 
lators' votes  to  raise  Social  Security  ben- 
efits are  affected  by  the  age  compositions 
of  their  constituencies.  Legislators,  the 
authors  contend,  should  be  influenced  by 
the  age  compositions  of  their  constituen- 
cies only  if  the  effects  of  the  Social  Secu- 
rity program  are  not  offset  by 
intergenerationa!  transfers  from  parents 
tolheirchildren.  Empirical  evidence  from 
1972.  when  Congress  raised  Social  Secu- 
rity benefits  by  20  percent,  yields  no 
evidence  that  legislators  were  influenced 
by  the  share  of  their  state  or  district  popu- 
lation aged  45  (or  65)  and  above. 

The  authors  conclude  that  mandated 
Social  Security  transfers  from  children  to 
parents  are  at  least  partially  offset  by 
intrafamilial  transfers  from  parents  to 
children.

Professor  From  India  Enjoys  PC  Experience

he  came  lo  the  United  States  to  learn 
more  about  the  teaching  of  environmental  edu- 
cation. Nine  months  later,  Sandhya  Kiran  is 
returning  to  Lady  Doak  College  in  Madurai, 
India,  having  experienced  that  and  much  more. 

As  a  visiting  professor  of  biology,  Kiran 
did,  indeed,  take  part  in  class  and  lab  sessions  on 
the  second  floor  of  Richardson  Hall  of  Science, 
interacting  with  all  eight  members  of  the  biol- 
ogy faculty.  She  worked  especially  closely  with 
Dr.  Ron  Zimmerman  and  Dr.  Bob  Hudson  on  a 
special  lab  project  and  with  Dr.  John  Inman  on 
matters  of  environmental  education. 

But  she  also  lectured  to  a  Women's  Stud- 
ies class,  talked  to  students  in  the  local  schools, 
presented  programs  to  two  church  groups,  and 
even  sang  a  solo  at  the  college's  annual  Candle- 
light Christmas  Service. 

This  was,  indeed,  a  cultural  exchange,  she 
said. 

"It  has  been  a  very  fruitful  experience," 
Kiran  said  as  spring  classes  drew  to  a  close. 
"I've  taken  part  in  experiential  learning — that's 
what  I  had  hoped  for  when  1  applied  to  come  to 
the  United  States." 

A  lecturer  in  zoology  at  Lady  Doak,  a 
women's  college  in  southern  India,  Kiran  ap- 
plied thi'ough  the  United  Board  of  Christian 
Hig'^er  Education  in  Asia  (UBCHEA),  which  is 


affiliated  with  the  World  Council  of  Churches. 
After  a  rigorous  application  and  interview  pro- 
cess, only  14  delegates  were  selectied  —  and 
only  three  of  those  from  India. 

Her  proposal  focused  on  her  interest  in 
environmental  education  and  women's  studies, 
and  that  profile  fit  Presbyterian  College — which 
has  developed  academic  programs  in  both  areas 
in  recent  years. 

Inman,  who  has  been  especially  active  in 
environmental  education,  said  the  PC  commu- 
nity enjoyed  the  experience  as  much  as  Kiran. 

"It  was  a  great  opportunity  for  her  to  focus 
on  cell  biology,  molecular  biology,  immunol- 
ogy, microbiology — not  to  mention  the  fact  that 
she  wanted  to  go  on  all  our  field  trips."  he  said. 
"And  for  us.  it  added  an  aspect  to  what  we  could 
only  read  about  in  dealing  with  environmental 
problems  in  Third  World  countries.  She  could 
say,  This  is  how  it  really  is.'  and  that  was  a 
special  benefit  to  our  students." 

Living  among  students  at  a  small  Ameri- 
can liberal  arts  college  offered  learning  experi- 
ences each  and  every  day,  she  said. 

"I  think  the  most  memorable  part  of  my 
time  here  has  been  talking  to  students,  interact- 
ing with  them  in  Greenville  Dining  Hall  and 
elsewhere  on  campus.  That's  been  a  very  good 
experience."  she  said.

M  memher  of  the  Presbyterian  College  fac- 
ulty gave  the  annual  Frances  Livingston  Cardwell 
Distinguished  Lecturer  address  earlier  this  year  at 
Erskine  College  in  Due  West,  S.C. 

Dr.  Jane  Price  Ellis,  who  joined  the  biology 
faculty  at  PC  for  this  academic  year,  is  a  1969 
graduate  of  Erskine.  Her  convocation  address  was 
followed  by  a  luncheon  in  her  honor. 

The  Cardwell  lecture  series  was  established 
by  and  named  in  honor  of  Dr.  Frances  Livingston 
Cardwell,  dean  of  women  at  Erskine  College  from 
1953  to  1969.  She  was  also  an  academic  counselor 
from  196910  1977  and  a  professor  of  English  from 
1953  to  1977.  The  series  presents  successful  fe- 
male graduates  of  Erskine  College  to  speak  to  the 
students  and  the  public. 

"Originally  the  idea  was  to  bring  back  a 
(female)  graduate  of  the  college  to  show  women 
students  the  many  things  that  a  woman  can  do  in  the 
working  world,"  said  Dr.  James  W.  Gettys. 
Erskine's  vice  president  and  dean  of  the  college. 
"Now.  of  course,  women  are  going  into  every  kind 
of  field,  so  this  is  really  to  show  students  what  an 
Erskine  person  can  do." 

And  Ellis  is  certainly  a  deserving  selection. 

Following  her  graduation  from  Erskine.  she 
earned  a  master's  degree  in  biolog)  from  Appala- 
chian State  University  and  began  an  illustrious 
career  as  a  high  school  science  teacher,  including 
her  selection  as  the  S.C.  Science  Teacher  of  the 
Year  in  1987.  She  earned  several  other  statewide 
honors  dunng  her  15-year  tenure  at  Dixie  High 
School  in  Due  West  and  was  nominated  for  Presi- 
dential Awards  for  Excellence  in  Math  and  Science 
m  1984  and  1991. 

As  much  as  she  loved  teaching  in  the  second- 
ary school  system,  however,  another  goal  remained 
—  to  return  to  the  college  campus.  But  to  teach  at 
that  level,  she  knew  she  would  have  to  pursue  her 


Ph.D.  degree  —  a  challenge  to  which  she  had  to 
give  considerable  thought. 

"I  have  to  give  a  lot  of  credit  for  my  success 
to  Dr.  Jan  Haldeman.  who  was  one  of  my  mentors 
at  Erskine."  Ellis  said.  "She  had  gone  back  to  get 
her  doctorate,  and  she  encouraged  me  to  do  it  when

n  Presbyterian  College  faculty  member 
recently  published  three  books  in  the  area  of  small 
business  management  and  entrepreneurship. 

Norman  M.  Scarborough,  assistant  professor 
of  economics  and  business  administration,  worked 
with  Dr.  Tom  Zimmerer  of  East  Tennessee  State 
University  on  "Entrepreneurship  and  New  Venture 
Formation."  a  book  targeting  the  college  market  in 
the  rapidly  growing  field  of  entrepreneurship.

Oue  Hose  basketball  had  Templeton  Center  crowds  on  the  edge  of  their  seats  in  1995-96. 
as  the  men's  team  earned  its  first-ever  NCAA  postseason  appearance,  and  the  women  fought 
through  injuries  and  inexperience  to  win  13  games. 

Paced  by  Tournament  MVP  Brian  Franklin,  the  PC  men's  team  roared  through  the  1996  South 
Atlantic  Conference  Tournament  unblemished  to  claim  the  program's  first-ever  league  tournament 
title  and  receive  the  conference's  automatic  bid  to  the  NCAA  Division  11  national  tournament. 

PC's  season  came  to  a  close  when  High  Point  University  defeated  the  Blue  Hose  76-67  in  the 
quarterfinals  of  the  South  Atlantic  Regional  held  in  Richmond.  Va,  PC  concluded  the  year  with  a 
19-11  overall  record,  marking  the  program's  sixth  winning  sea,son  under  head  coach  Gregg  Nibert. 

"I've  often  said  that  the  team  which  puts  together  three  straight  games  of  solid,  aggressive 
defense  will  win  most  tournaments."  Nibert  said,  "and  that's  what  we  were  able  to  do.  Our  seniors 
( Billy  Murphy  and  Ty  Phillips)  did  a  great  job  of  leading  us  throughout  the  season,  and  I'm  awfully 
proud  of  this  team  for  all  it  has  accomplished." 

PC's  women's  basketball  did  its  best  to  defend  its  I99.'i  SAC  Tournament  championship  with 
just  one  returning  starter  from  la.st  year's  championship  squad,  gi\  ing  e\entual  champion  Wingale 
University  its  toughest  game  of  the  tournament  before  falling  54-51  in  the  opening  round.  The  loss 
ended  PC's  season  at  13-14. 

Team  MVP  Chris  Mitchum.  PC's  lone  senior  and  a  first-team  All-SAC  selection  by  the 
league's  coaches,  closed  out  a  terrific  career  for  the  Blue  Hose,  departing  the  program  after  four 
years.  74  victories  and  a  pair  of  NCA.A  Tournament  berths.  Mitchum  leaves  as  the  SAC's  all-time 
three-point  field  goal  leader  (270i  w  hile  rankms;  sixth  on  Presbyterian  College  all-lime  list  for  points 
(1.2131. 

PC  will  return  1 1  of  12  players  for  next  year  including  current  juniors  Karen  Neeley  and 
Watoma  Williams.  Neeley  earned  Best  Offensive  Player  from  her  teammates  after  pacing  the  Blue 
Hose  in  scoring  1 12.1  ppg).  assists  (3.6  apgl  and  free  throw  percentage  1.7761  while  Williams  was 
named  the  team's  Best  Defensive  Player  after  blwking  25  shots  and  pulling  down  152  rebounds. 

"We  had  a  gwid  season. "  head  coach  Beth  Couture  said.  "1  was  proud  of  the  team  for  the 
progress  they  made.  Sometimes  the  ball  just  didn't  bounce  our  w  ay  and  that's  how  it  goes.  Now  we 
need  to  turn  our  attention  to  next  season."

Spend  Spring  Break 

On  Mission  Trips 

I  or  two  groups  of  Presbyterian  College 
students,  this  year's  spring  break  didn't  mean  trav- 
elling to  the  sunny  beaches  of  Florida  or  to  the 
snow  y  slopes  of  a  ski  reson. 

A  total  of  26  students  took  part  in  two  sepa- 
rate mission  trips  —  one  to  the  Flonda  panhandle 
and  one  to  the  impoverished  Central  .Amencan 
country  of  Honduras. 

Continuing  a  tradition  begun  in  response  to 
Hurricane  Andrew  four  years  ago.  15  Presbyterian 
College  students  took  a  spring  break  trip  to  the 
panhandle  region  of  Florida  —  ripped  by  two 
hurricanes  last  year  —  to  repair  an  old  house  at  the 
Flonda  Presbytery  camp  known  as  Dogw  ood  Acres. 
The  students,  who  were  accompanied  b\  Dr.  Bob 
Smith.  PC's  director  of  church  relations,  and  ac- 
counting professor  Meredith  Holder,  worked  on  a 
project  to  pro\  ide  a  new  lodge  for  six  people  at  the 
camp. 

"This  trip  each  year  gives  us  an  opponunity 
to  make  a  significant  contnbution  as  Christians." 
Smith  said.  "We  also  gain  a  sense  of  community 
within  the  group,  of  which  we  are  often  the  major 
beneficiaries." 

The  other  group  was  made  up  of  1 1  students 
and  three  faculty  members  who  took  a  week-long 
mission  trip  to  Honduras  for  a  week  of  study  and 
service  with  the  Christian  Commission  for  De\el- 
opment.  The  expenence  is  pan  of  a  spring  semester 
course  that  focuses  on  political,  social,  and  reli- 
gious issues  facing  Third  Wodd  cultures. 

"The  purpose  of  the  inp  to  Honduras  is  to  let 
students  see  with  their  own  eyes  the  impoverished 
conditions  that  exist  in  that  country  and  to  come  to 
a  critical  understanding  of  the  historical  and  politi- 
cal factors  that  have  contributed  to  that  povertv." 
said  Dr.  Greg  Henley.  Presbv  terian  College's  chap- 
lain w  ho  teaches  the  course  w  iih  sociology  profes- 
sor Charles  McKelvey  and  Spanish  professor  Celia 
Frver.

—  opened  for  use  as  this  spring  semester 


got  under  way  in  January.  College 
officials  dedicated  the  S5.2  million 
facility  dunng  special  ceremonies  on 
Feb.  14. 

A  Lasting  Relationship 

The  dedication  date  was  set  to 
comcide  with  the  spring  meeting  of  the 
Presbyterian  College  Board  of  Trustees, 
but  the  significance  of  Valentine's  Day 
-111 mid  not  be  lost  on  anyone  who  knows 
;!k'  history  between  the  college  and  the 
.iHigregation  for  which  this  structure  is 
named.  Each  institution  has  long  had 
great  affection  for  the  other. 

Peachtree  Presbvterian  Church 
in  Atlanta  has  been  a  vital  supporter  of 
Presbytenan  College  for  many  decades, 
having  been  named  a  Distinguished  Member  of  the  William 
Plumer  Jacobs  Society  —  a  special  group  of  benefactors  of  the 
college  —  in  1988.  Not  only  has  the  Peachtree  Church  provided 
outstanding  financial  support  to  PC  through  the  years,  but  it  has 
also  been  the  source  of  some  of  the  college's  most  sifted  leaders

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and  students.  Seven  members  of  the 
congregation  currently  sene  on  PC's 
40-member  Board  of  Trustees,  and 
others  have  been  involved  with  the 
Board  of  Visitors,  the  Alumni 
Association,  and  the  Parents  Council. 

Taking  the  lead  in  this 
relationship  over  the  past  two  decades 
has  been  Dr.  Frank  Harrington,  a  1957 
PC  alumnus  who  has  served  as  senior 
mmister  of  Peachtree  Presbyterian 
Church  —  the  largest  congregation  in 
the  PCUSA  denomination  with  1 1,340  members  —  since  1971. 
He  became  a  trustee  at  his  college  alma  mater  in  1979  and  is  now 
in  his  14th  year  as  chairman  of  the  board. 

And  so  it  was  that  when  the  college  committed  itself  to 
constructing  a  state-of-the-art,  42,000-square-foot  structure 
housing  the  departments  of  mathematics,  political  science, 
sociology,  psychology,  and  education,  Peachtree  Church  and  its 
senior  minister  stepped  forward  to  provide  exceptional  financial 
support. 

So  on  a  bright,  brisk  February  afternoon,  members  of  the 
Peachtree  congregation  joined  with  faculty,  students,  administra- 
tive staff,  and  friends  of  the  college  to  watch  officials  cut  the 
decorati\e  red  ribbon  heralding  this  wonderful  gift  to  Christian 
faith  and  higher  education. 

"This  special  academic  center  enhances  the  educational 
program  at  Presbytenan  College  by  providing  our  students  and

faculty  a  marvelous  facility  for  teaching  and  learning,"  said  PC 
President  Ken  Orr.  "We  sincerely  thank  those  generous  donors 
whose  gifts  have  made  this  elegant  building  possible.  And  we 
take  pleasure  in  having  it  bear  the  names  of  a  great  Presbyterian 
congregation  and  its  distinguished  senior  minister  who  have 
meant  so  much  to  this  college." 

A  Tribute  To  Spencer  Hall 

The  building  itself  is  as  special  as  the  church  and  pastor  for 
which  it  is  named.  A  lobby  elegantly  carpeted  and  furnished 
welcomes  the  visitor,  whose  sights  are  immediately  focused  on 
the  "Wall  of  Spencer"  —  a  handsome  wood-framed  brick  display 
that  serves  as  a  tribute  to  the  men's  residence  hall  that  stood  on 
this  site  for  82  years,  named  for  Dr.  Almon  E.  Spencer,  a  former 
professor  who  served  as  president  on  two  separate  occasions. 

Each  brick  in  this  commemorative  wall  bears  someone's 
name.  Many  are  individuals  who  lived  in  the  dormitory  during 
their  PC  days  and  still  hold  fond  memories  of  the  stately 
structure.  Other  names  are  of  alumni  who  didn't  live  in  Spencer 
but  remember  it  well.  Some  names  are  of  special  friends  of  PC. 

Actual  bricks  saved  from  Spencer  Hall  were  made  available 
for  S500  to  support  the  cost  of  the  Harrington-Peachtree  project. 

"The  idea  came  dunng  the  demolition  of  Spencer  Hall." 
says  Dr.  Ted  Brown,  vice  president  for  college  advancement.  "It 
spurred  my  thinking,  and  1  suggested  that  we  try  to  save  a  group 
of  bricks  to  remember  the  service  that  this  residence  hall  had 
provided  the  college  since  1912. 

"Not  only  does  it  look  so  stnking  and  provide  a  great 
addition  of  funds  for  construction  of  the  new  building,  but  it  was 
a  way  that  more  people  could  take  part  in  this  project,"  Brown 
says.  "I  just  think  it  makes  for  a  wondeiTul  way  to  remember  a 
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building  that  served  as  a  'home-away-from-home'  for  many, 
many  PC  students  through  the  years." 

One  of  them  was  Col.  Powell  Fraser,  a  1941  graduate  whose 
name  is  among  those  in  the  Wall. 

"i  lived  in  the  first  room  on  the  right  as  you  entered  one  of 
the  side  entrances,"  he  says,  "and  1  had  good  memories  of  that 
building.  1  also  had  fond  recollections  of  Dr.  Spencer  —  1  took 
three  semesters  of  Greek  under  him. 

"When  1  saw  that  the  college  was  going  to  do  this,  it  just 
seemed  like  a  natural  thing  for  me  to  do.  .\fler  all.  a  large  part  of 
my  experiences  at  PC  took  place  in  that  dormitory." 

An  Active  Place 

From  the  lobby  of 
Harrington-Peachtree 
Presbyterian  Academic 
Center,  wide  hallways  lead 
to  classrooms  and  a 
computer  lab  that  has 
quickly  become  one  of  the 
busiest  sites  on  campus. 

"It  has  been  really 
active  this  semester."  says 
Dr.  Bill  Yarborough. 
professor  of  physics  and 
coordinator  of  academic 
computing.  "It  has  matched 

if  not  exceeded  our  hopes  for  meeting  the  computer  needs  of  our 
students.  The  people  you'll  find  in  there  come  from  virtually 
ev  ery  corner  of  campus  —  and  they  use  it  for  internet  and  the 
World  Wide  Web.  for  statistics,  word  processing,  graphics,  and 
spread  sheets." 

Yarborough.  who  spent  his  Christmas  holidays  setting  up 
the  Harrmgton-Peachtree  computer  lab.  has  been  pleased  with  the 
results  to  date. 

"It  has  performed  well."  he  says.  "There  are  20  machines, 
and  they  are  20  fully  functional  machines.  I  can't  imagine  a 
facility  anywhere  that  would  be  any  nicer  —  they  might  be 
bigger,  with  more  people  and  more  machines,  but  no  nicer." 

Also  on  the  first  fioor  is  the  Bennett  A.  Brown  Conference 
Center  which  includes  two  seminar  rooms  and  an  80-seat 
amphitheater.  Each  of  those  rooms,  as  well  as  one  classroom  on 
the  third  floor,  features  state-of-the-art  instructional  technology. 


The  large  screen  projection  units,  priced  at  about  S40.0(X)  each, 
offer  access  to  a  personal  computer  tied  into  the  campus  network, 
overhead  projector,  videocassette  player,  laser  disc.  CD-ROM. 
and  a  system  called  Elmo  —  a  live  video  projector. 

Dr.  Suzanne  Smith,  associate  professor  of  economics  and 
business  administration,  is  one  who  has  used  some  of  these  new 
high-tech  teaching  tools  —  pnmarily  using  Microsoft  PowerPoint 
to  conduct  her  classes. 

"For  me.  it  reduces  the  amount  of  time  required  to  present  a 
larger  amount  of  material."  she  says.  "It  also  increases  compre- 
hension. We  have  statistics  that  indicate  how  much  more  people 
remember  when  they  see  and  hear  and  how  much  more  when  they 
see  and  hear  in  color. 

"It's  time- 
consuming  to  set  this  up 
for  a  class  period,  but  I 
think  it's  worth  it." 

Other  professors  — 
such  as  Dr.  Orval  Oleson 
m  music  and  Dr.  Ron 
Dempsey  in  religion  and 
sociology  —  have  also 
found  the  technology  to 
ihcir  likms;.

When  the  Board  of  Trustees  held  its  spring  meeting  in  the 
amphitheater,  one  of  the  trustees  gave  the  stunningly  beautiful 
venue  the  highest  of  marks.  The  praise  came  from  none  other  than 
Bennett  Brow  n  himself,  and  the  comments  brought  good-natured 
laughter  from  his  fellow  trustees. 

For  Brown,  a  1950  graduate  of  Presbyterian  College  who 
has  been  one  of  its  most  loyal  alumni,  his  generous  support  of  the 
this  particular  part  of  Han-ington-Peachtree  project  resulted  in 
special  recognition  for  him  and  wife  Mary  Alice  as  Distinguished 
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Members  of  the  William  Plumer  Jacobs 
Society. 

"I've  known  him  in  good  times 
and  challenging  times,"  said 
Harrington  of  the  retired  chairman  of 
NationsBank  who  has  served  as  an 
elder  at  Peachtree  Presbyterian  Church. 
"He  possesses  a  consistency  of  human 
touch  that  I  find  remarkable." 

The  amphitheater,  much  like 
Brown  himself,  exudes  character  and 
quality. 

"I  don't  think  I  would  have  ever 
cut  a  class  —  maybe  not  even  an 
8  o'clock  class  —  if  we  had  had  this 
room  when  I  was  a  student  at  PC."

Center  —  with  its  14  classrooms,  30 
faculty  offices,  conference  suite,

He  went  on  to  detail  all  the  hopes  and  dreams  that  went  into 
that  idea,  and  then  he  spoke  of  the  finished  product  —  lea\  ing  no 
doubt  that  it  was  well  worth  the  wait.

20  \ears.  Here  are  excerpts  of  that  address: 


I  spent  my  first  20  years  of  life  grow  ing  up  in  tiiis  town  in 
the  shadow  of  PC,  and  I've  spent  the  last  20-plus  years  of  my  life 
at  Peachtree  Presbyterian  Church  in  the  shadow  of  Frank 
Harrington.  Today,  it  seems  these  two  paths  have  merged, 
allowing  me  to  offer  a  tinique  perspective  on  this  occasion. 

In  this  last  decade,  like  many  of  you  in  this  room,  I've  come 
to  know  and  love  the  man  we  are  hononng  today.  He  has  become 
very  much  a  member  of  my  family:  he's  been  a  brother,  a  father, 
a  mentor,  and  a  friend.  In  fact,  in  my  early  years.  1  even  paraded 
each  boyfriend  I  had  past  him  to  get  the  thumbs  up  or  thumbs 
down  —  he  lo\es  to  remind  me  of  the  many  frogs  I  brought  his 
way  before  I  found  my  prince.  So  our  relationship  is  one  of 
mutual  confidence,  but,  like  many  of  you,  that  goes  much  deeper. 
You  see,  Frank  Harrington  took  us  all  under  his  wing  and 
created  such  an  arena  of 
inspiration  at  Peachtree  that 
made  it  much  easier  for  me,  and 
many  of  you.  to  reach  out  to  one 
much  greater  than  he,  Jesus 
Christ.  Because  of  that,  I  began 
to  look  at  life  from  a  different 
perspective,  and  I  grew  to  appreciate  Frank  Hamngton  even 
more. 

Let's  take  a  look  at  the  Frank  Hamngton  we  know.  Some 
people  see  the  demands  of  church  leadership  and  community 
responsibility  and  are  awed  by  the  role  this  great  man  plays  in  our 
existence.  However,  most  of  us  here  today  also  know  the  humble 
sincerity  and  compassionate  heart  Frank  brings  to  his  tireless

service. 

For  some,  Frank  is  a  great  orator,  powerful  in  speech  —  and 
yet.  isn't  it  amazing  how  we've  also  come  to  know  him  for  the 
gentleness  of  his  common  touch'?  No  matter  how  turbulent  the 
times,  if  Frank's  hand  is  on  your  back.  e\'erything  seems  okay. 

We  know  that  God  doesn't  use  the  powerful  and  the  proud 
to  accomplish  His  great  works.  He  uses  the  weak,  the  humble,  the 
committed  —  those  like  Frank  Harrington,  who  have  become  so 
close  to  God  that  they  take  on  his  \ery  vision. 

Frank's  vision  was  not  to  lead  the  largest  Presbyterian 
Church  in  the  country  or  to  have  his  name  put  on  the  side  of  a 
college  building.  These  things  are  the  result  of  a  man  whose 
vision  was  simply  to  follow  Jesus,  one  day  at  a  time,  making 
disciples,  stepping  out  in  faith,  and  trusting  that  God  would  do  the 
rest.  So.  Frank  Harrington  has  \ery  much  become  an  instrument 
in  the  hand  of  God. ... 

The  Peachtree  Church's  motto  is  "a  church  that  cares."  but 
let  me  also  tell  you  it  is  led  by  "a  man  that  cares."  He  is  always 
available,  meeting  needs  a.s  they  come,  never  too  busy  for  that 
desparate  phone  call. ... 

When  I  see  a  building  with  the  name  Harrington  and 
Peachtree  on  it.  I  associate  these  names  with  a  standard  of 
Christian  excellence  and  a  Godly  vision  ...  and  when  1  look  far 
out  ahead  into  the  future,  when  all  of  us  have  gone  to  a  better 
place;  when  this  college  campus  where  1  bicycled  a.s  a  little  girl 
becomes  a  bustling  university:  this  building  will  remain  and  it 
will  be  a  tribute  to  a  church  that  cares  and  to  a  man  who  cares  — 
whose  simple  desire  was  not  to  lead,  but  to  follow  someone  much 
areater  than  he.

Former  PC  Administrator,  Wife 
To  Be  Honored  By  King  College 


llesearch  done  hy  one  mili- 
tary histoiian  indicates  that  Powell 
Fraser,  a  1941  graduate  of  Presby- 
terian College,  might  have  served 
more  days  in  combat  than  any 
American  soldier  in  history.  He  also 
raised  hundreds  of  thousands  of  dol- 
lars as  PC's  director  of  develop- 
ment from  1964  to  1969  and  started 
a  three-congregation  Men  of  the 
Church  organization  on  Hilton  Head 
Island  thathasgrownto  1,000  mem- 
bers. 

All  that,  but  Powell  and  wife  "Nelle  could  not 
overcome  the  elements  of  nature  when  a  snowstorm 
prevented  them  from  attending  a  January  ceremony  at 
King  College  in  Bristol,  Tenn.,  —  a  ceremony  in  which 
they  were  to  be  presented  honorary  doctorates. 

Not  to  worry,  however.  The  presentation  was 
rescheduled  to  be  held  April  23. 

For  the  Frasers,  the  honorary  degrees  pay  tribute  to 
their  serA'ice  to  King  College  when  Powell  served  as 


president  from  1969-77  and  'Nelle 
focused  on  student  interaction,  pub- 
lic relations,  and  fund-raising. 

They've  had  that  kind  of  part- 
nership since  marrying  in  1947. 

"It's  been  team  play —both  of 
us  working  together  for  49  years," 
Powell  told  a  reporter  for  the  Hilton 
Head  newspaper.  The  Island  Packet. 
"We  both  had  a  lot  of  fun  doing  it  and 
are  both  into  it." 

Powell  Fraser  has  remained 
close  to  King  College  since  retiring  to  Hilton  Head  in 
1977.  He  has  also  been  loyal  to  his  alma  mater,  including 
serving  as  president  of  the  Presbyterian  College  Alumni 
Association  in  1947-48  and  working  as  the  chief  devel- 
opment officer  for  those  five  years  in  the  late  '60s.

PC's  Dean  of  Students  Retires 
As  Brigadier  General  In  National  Guard 


I  he  opportunity  to  coach  at  his  alma  mater  lured  1st  Lt.  Joe  Nixon  away 
from  the  active  Army  in  the  1960s. 

Yet,  it  was  one  of  his  fellow  coaches  who  convinced  him  to  continue 
military  service  as  a  member  of  the  South  Carolina  Army  National  Guard.  He  did 
just  that  —  and  28  years  later,  he  has  brought  that  illustrious  career  to  an  end. 

Brig.  Gen.  Joseph  0.  Nixon,  a  1963  PC  graduate  who  has  served  as  the 
college's  Dean  of  Students  for  more  than  20  years,  recently  retired  as  commander 
of  the  228th  Signal  Brigade.  He  is  succeeded  by  Col.  Darwin  H.  Simpson,  the 
former  deputy  brigade  commander. 

Upon  Joe's  graduation  from  Presbyterian  College,  he  received  his  commis- 
sion as  a  second  lieutenant  through  ROTC.  After  completing  the  field  artillery 
officer's  basic  course  at  Fort  Sill.  Okla..  he  served  two  years  on  active  duty  to 
fulfill  his  reserve-officer  requirements. 

"1  enjoyed  the  military,  and  I  was  offered  a  regular  Army  commission."  he 
said.  "I  contemplated  staying  on  active  duty  beyond  my  two-year  obligation,  but 
I  was  offered  the  opportunity  to  go  back  to  Presbyterian  College  as  assistant 
football  coach. 

"At  that  time,  that  is  what  I  thought  I  wanted  to  do  as  a  career,  so  I  took  the 
job.  An  assistant  football  coach  at  PC  at  that  time.  Billy  Tiller,  was  in  the  National 
Guard  in  a  unit  at  Clemson.  He  encouraged  me  to  join  the  Guard,  and  I  wanted  to 
continue  military  involvement." 

He  joined  the  Guard  in  September  1968.  He  stayed  on  at  PC.  moving  from 
assistant  football  coach  to  Director  of  Admissions  and.  eventually,  to  Dean  of 
Students. 

During  his  28  years  of  service,  he  completed  the  signal  officer  basic  course, 
ordnance  and  signal  officer  advanced  courses,  and  the  Command  and  General 
Staff  College. 

Joe  served  as  228th  Signal  Brigade  deputy  commander,  111th  Signal 
Battalion  executive  officer,  and  commanded  Company  C.  730th  Maintenance 
Company  and  the  105th  Signal  Battalion. 

The  105th  Signal  Battalion  command  was  his  favorite  assignment. 

"1  would  have  to  say  that  company,  battalion,  and  brigade  commands  were 
all  most  enjoyable  and  challenging,"  he  said,  "but  I  think  the  105th  was  the  most 
challenging  because  it  was  in  a  state  of  change  at  the  time.  With  the  excellent  staff 
there  we  were  able  to  turn  that  battalion  around,  and  in  a  short  time  it  was 
recognized  as  one  of  the  most  outstanding  battalions  in  the  state." 

Joe  said  he  would  encourage  new  Guardsmen  to  establish  finn  goals  and

ments that  are  given  you  the  very  best  that  you  can.  The  person  who  is  steady, 
persistent,  and  dependable  and  does  the  job  well  will  always  be  recognized  and 
will  be  given  additional  responsibilities. 

"I  would  also  advise  them  to  enroll  and  complete  as  many  educational 
courses  as  they  can  and  always  seek  to  be  assigned  to  new  positions  to  expand 
their  knowledge  and  experience.

Victory  Over  Arch  Rival  Brings 
State  Championship  To  Lexington 

/l  is  team  had  not  beaten  its  arch  rival  in  15  straight  attempts,  dating 
back  to  1 989.  So  what  a  great  time  for  the  Bailey  Harris-coached  Lexington 
High  boys"  basketball  team  to  end  that  streak  against  Irmo  —  in  the  1996 
S.C.  AAAA  state  championship  game. 

Bailey,  a  1985  graduate  of  PC.  took  o\  er  the  LHS  program  at  the  start 
of  the  1987-88  season.  Although  he  had  tremendous  success  in  his  eight 
seasons,  including  fi\e  years  in  which  he  had  won  19  games  or  more,  that 
state  championship  had  eluded  him  —  until  this  year. 

"To  be  honest.  1  thought  the  team  two  years  ago  was  the  one  that 
would  be  the  best  contender  for  a  state  championship,  and  that  was  an 
excellent  team."  Bailey  said  of  the  1993-94  squad  that  posted  a  23-5  record 
and  finished  third  in  the  final  state  rankings.  "When  you  begin  the  season 
and  you're  6-foot- 1  and  6-foot-2  in  the  post,  as  we  were  this  year,  you're  not 
necessarily  thinking  "state  title."  We  were  a  team  of  all  guards,  really,  but 
each  person  understood  what  he  was  supposed  to  do  and  played  that  role 
well.  If  there's  anything  I've  learned  in  nine  years  as  a  head  coach.  it"s  that 
the  best  teams  are  not  always  the  ones  with  the  five  best  athletes  on  the  floor. 
In  this  case,  it  was  a  group  of  guys  who  played  very  well  together."" 

Especially  in  the  state  championship  game  against  Irmo.  which  was 
seeking  to  become  the  first  team  in  South  Carolina  history  to  capture  three 
straight  AAAA  titles. 

"Irmo  had  beaten  us  15  straight  times,  including  twice  during  the 
regular  season,""  Bailey  said.  "They  jumped  out  to  a  14-10  lead,  but  in  the 
second  quarter  we  went  on  a  10-2  run  and  led  at  the  half  by  four.  In  the 
second  half  we  vowed  that  our  only  shots  were  going  to  be  layups  or  free 
throws — we  hit  something  like  1 5  of  1 9  foul  shots  in  the  fourth  quarter  and 
led  by  as  much  as  16  points.""

finished  the  season  with  a  26-4  record.  The  score  also  pointed  to  an 
outstanding  defensive  performance  —  thanks  to  another  PC  alumnus, 
former  South  Atlantic  Conference  Player  of  the  Year  Bret  Jones  "94.  who 
returned  to  his  high  school  alma  mater  as  an  assistant  coach  after  a  stellar 
Blue  Hose  career. 

"Bret  is  without  a  doubt  one  of  the  best  young  coaches  in  the  state  right 
now.""  Bailey  said.  "He  was  responsible  for  our  defense,  and  he  put  together 
a  heckuva  defensive  game  plan  against  Irmo."" 

He  also  coaches  the  Lexington  junior  varsity,  having  posted  a  15-1 
record  in  his  first  season  and  a  10-6  mark  this  year,  despite  having  an  eighth 
grader  and  a  ninth  grader  in  the  starting  hneup. 

For  now,  the  Presbyterian  College  connection  at  LHS  will  bask  in  the 
well-earned  spotlight  of  a  state  championship. 

"It  was  a  great  season,""  said  Bailey  Harris,  who  now  sports  a  nine-year 
record  of  178-69.  good  for  a  remarkable  .721  winning  percentage.  "'It  was  a 
fun  team  to  coach.""

Friends,  Colleagues  Remember  Heroic 
Actions  Of  Former  Moderator 

lie  was  the  olde.st  living  moderator  of  the  General  Assembly  of 
the  Presbyterian  Church  —  and  one  of  Presbyterian  College's  most 
distinguished  alumni. 

Robert  Matthew  Lynn,  a  1924  graduate  of  PC.  died  Jan,  10, 
1996.  in  Dallas,  Texas,  at  the  age  of  91. 

The  Palatka,  Fla..  native  earned  his  bachelor's  degree  from 
Union  Theological  Seminar)'  in  Richmond.  Va.,  in  1927  and  later 
received  his  doctorate  from  Austin  College,  He  began  his  ministerial 
career  in  West  Virginia  before  moving  to  Texas  in  1930.  where  he 
served  as  pastor  of  various  Presbyterian  churches  in  Texas  for  almost 
60  years  —  places  ranging  from  Coleman  and  Brownsville  to  Houston 
and  Dallas,  where  he  served  as  visiting  pastor  of  First  Presbyterian 
Church  from  1974-85. 

He  also  ser\ed  as  moderator  of  the  1969  General  Assembly  of  the 
former  Presbyterian  Church  in  the  United  States  (PCUSi. 

His  work  led  to  friendships  with  thousands  of  parishioners, 
including  George  and  Barbara  Bush,  who  regularly  attended  his 
church  in  Midland.  Texas  —  long  before  they  went  to  live  in  the  White 
House,  He  also  stepped  forward  to  lead  important  projects,  such  as  the 
effort  to  bring  a  di\ided  Presbyterian  Church  denomination  back 
together.  Observers  recall  that  he  stood  in  the  back  of  the  Assembly 
Hall  in  Columbus,  Ga.,  when  the  PCUS  \oted  for  reunion  —  tears 
streaming  down  his  face. 

"This  man.  tliis  hero,  had  more  to  do  with  the  reunion  of  the 
Southern  church  than  anyone  I  know."  Maij  Carpenter,  current  mod- 
erator of  the  Presbyterian  Church  (U.S.A.).  and  a  longtime  Texas 
colleague,  told  a  reporter  from  the  Dallas  Morning  Herald. 

"He  was  one  of  the  first  and  most  visible  leaders  in  the  struggle 
against  segregation  in  the  search  for  a  more  inclusive  church,"  James 
Andrews,  chief  executive  for  the  Presbyterian  General  Assembly,  was 
quoted  as  saying  in  the  same  newspaper  story. 

Matthew  Lynn  w  as  a  board  trustee  of  Austin  College  in  Sherman, 
Texas,  and  was  a  member  of  the  group  that  con\ened  Mo-Ranch  to  a 
Presbyterian  Church  conference  facility  in  Hunt.  Texas,  in  the  late 
1940s.  A  museum  was  later  established  there  in  his  name.  He  also 
served  as  moderator  of  four  presbvteries  and  the  Synod  of  Texas. 

He  is  survived  by  his  wife.  Pearl  Witte  Lynn,  three  sons,  two 
daughters,  a  sister.  1 1  grandchildren,  and  two  great-grandchildren.

Isaac  Copeland:  A  Vital  Mind,  A  Sparkling  Good  Cheer 


\\\e  Wm\ir  1995  issue  of  Presbyterian  College 
Magazine  included  the  obituary  of  Isaac  Copeland.  the 
I9il  alumnus  who  died  on  Nov.  14  after  an  illustrious 
career  as  a  librarian  and  historian.  From  1967  to  1975 
he  sen'edas  director  of  the  Universiry  of  North  Carolina 's 
Southern  Historical  Collection,  head  of  the  manuscripts 
department,  and  a  professor  ofhistoiy. 

One  of  his  Chapel  Hill  colleagues.  Dr.  George  B. 
Tindall.  wrote  a  guest  column  about  his  old  friend  that 
appeared  in  the  Dec.  10.  1995.  issue  of  the  Chapel  Hill 
News. 

Here  are  excerjns  from  that  tribute: 


On  Nov.  1 5,  they  buried  James  Isaac  Copeland  in  the  churchyard  of  the 
First  Presbyterian  Church  in  Clinton.  S.C.  Isaac,  the  presiding  minister  said, 
had  come  home.  He  had.  almost  literally.  The  site,  alongside  Owens  Street, 
was  diagonally  across  from  one  boyhood  home  and  the  site  of  another. 

The  routine  obituary  notices,  a  number  of  us  thought,  hardly  sufficed 
to  suggest  the  whole  measure  of  the  man  or  account  for  the  affection  that 
brought  about  a  hundred  colleagues,  mainly  historians  and  libranans  from 
at  least  five  states  to  say  goodbye,  along  with  even  more  townspeople. 

Professor  Dewey  W.  Grantham  of  Vanderbilt  came  closer  to  account- 
ing for  it,  I  think,  in  explaining  the  dedication  of  his  latest  book.  "The  South 
in  Modem  America'  (1994): 

"Isaac  Copeland,  former  director  of  the  Southern  Historical  Collection 
and  professor  emeritus  at  the  University  of  North  Carolina  at  Chapel  Hill, 
has  spent  much  of  his  life  in  pursuit  of  southern  history:  as  student  and 
teacher,  librarian  and  collector  of  manuscript  materials,  facilitator  of  re- 
search and  writing,  and  adviser  to  historians  and  other  scholars.  His  extraor- 
dinary professional  and  personal  qualities  have  made  him  a  rare  and 
unforgettable  figure  in  the  realm  of  southern  history.  He  is,  for  the  members 
of  my  family  and  for  countless  other  people,  a  warm  and  valued  friend.  It  is 
a  special  pleasure  to  dedicate  this  volume  to  him." 

For  Isaac,  already  desperately  ill,  the  honor  came  with  special  gratifi- 
cation. Another  tribute  at  about  the  same  time  was  the  establishment  of  the 
James  Isaac  Copeland  Fund,  an  endowment  for  support  of  the  Southern 
Historical  Collection.  That  came  on  the  initiative  of  a  former  student  who 
expressed  admiration  for  Isaac  on  three  grounds:  that  Isaac  was  the  only 
professor  he  knew  who  had  inspired  students  to  a  foot-stomping  standing 
o^'ation:  that  he  dealt  with  his  impairment  (from  polio)  and  never  dwelt  on 
it:  and  '^-it  the  student,  while  working  part  time  in  the  collection,  had  learned 


to  appreciate  the  value  of  preserving  the  raw  materials 
of  history... 

Dewey  Grantham  and  many  others  of  us  had  the 
privilege  of  being  together  with  Isaac  in  the  flood  of 
graduate  students  in  Chapel  Hill  just  after  World  War 
II.  Isaac  himself  was  not  a  veteran,  for  in  the  first  year 
of  his  life  he  had  contracted  polio:  a  cruel  scourge  that 
left  him  with  a  height  just  under  five  feet  and  one  leg 
much  shortened  as  well,  so  that  he  walked  with  a  kind 
of  pitch  and  roll.  Swimming,  however,  he  was  a  grace- 
ful athlete.  Then  late  in  life  a  post-polio  syndrome 
gradually  weakened  his  muscle  control.  When  my 
wife  and  I  last  visited  him,  five  or  six  weeks  before  the 
end,  he  had  little  breath  for  speech  and  scant  command  even  of  his  lips. 

But  his  mind  was  untouched,  and  his  memory  of  people  and  incidents 
in  the  past,  even  the  recent  past,  was  far  better  than  ours.  Also,  his  sparkling 
good  cheer  endured  despite  the  discomfort,  and  he  pumped  us  for  news  of 
mutual  friends  and  their  children. 

Isaac  had  a  special  gift  with  children.  Part  of  it.  no  doubt,  was  that  he 
dwelt  physically  on  a  level  nearer  their  own.  But  the  core  of  it,  one  mother 
said,  was  that  Isaac  treated  children  as  if  their  lives  and  opinions  mattered. 
He  wasn't  above  getting  down  on  the  floor  with  them  literally,  even 
sometimes  showing  oft'  his  gift  for  standing  on  his  head,,. 

As  director  of  the  (Southern  Historical)  collection.  Isaac  kept  up  the 
travels  of  his  two  predecessors,  the  founder,  J.G.  de  Roulhac  Hamilton,  who 
won  the  name  of  "Ransack"  Hamilton  from  people  across  the  South  who 
resented  his  carting  papers  away  to  Chapel  Hill  —  papers  that  might 
otherwise  have  been  lost  —  and  James  W.  Patton.  Isaac,  like  them,  was  a 
demon  driver,  constantly  on  the  go  in  pursuit  of  papers,  either  as  gifts  or  as 
loans  or  sometimes  outright  purchase.  It  did  not  hurt  that  Isaac  had  aunts  and 
uncles  and  cousins  strewn  across  the  region,  and  seemed  always  on  the  road 
to  visit  them,  too. 

When  he  finally  had  to  give  up  his  home  on  Davie  Circle,  a  place  often 
as  not  teeming  with  colleagues,  students,  and  friends,  many  of  us  in  Chapel 
Hill  believed  that  he  ought  not  to  leave  so  many  old  friends  behind.  But  Isaac 
chose  to  go  back  to  Clinton,  to  the  Presbyterian  Home  of  South  Carolina.  He 
had  kept  up  with  older  friends  and  with  his  extended  family  far  better  than 
we  knew.  Among  other  things  Isaac  had  kept  up  the  custom  of  monthly 
contributions  to  the  Thomwell  Home  for  Children  in  Clinton  which  his 
father  had  begun  on  his  fu:st  birthday.
